Ideal Tour of Thirty Days Brimful of Sight 


Habit. 


Mr. E. C. Bowler returned last 
Wednesday with his party of sight¬ 
seers which have been making a 
tour of the continent during the 
past thirty days. The party,consist¬ 
ing of 117 people, started on July 5 
with special train from Montreal. 

The fact that they had a special 
train from start to finish made it 
possible to get very much out of the 
tour which they could not have 
otherwise had. They were enabled 
to stop at their liking, and thus were 
able to include very many interest¬ 
ing points along the line which 
would have been omitted had they 
been confined to regular train ser¬ 
vice. At many of those points 
along the line such as San Bernardi¬ 
no, Riverside, Pomona, and Lodi, 
Cal., entertainment was given by 
the citizens, which included carriage 
drives,electric rides, automobile rides, 
etc. 

Various side trips were taken 
among the Rockies in the State of 
Colorado, all of which were magnifi¬ 
cent beyond description. The tour 
was characterized by one and all as 
the “ideal tour of a lifetime,” and 
all were of the opinion that we do 
not have to go across the water in 
order to see sights worth seeing. 
One lady of the party who had taken 
several trips to Europe, touring the 
Alps more than once, remarked upon 
several occasions while we were on 
our Rocky Mountain side trips, that 
she hrd never seen anything in thy 
Alps which compared with what 
she saw in Colorado. 

Rev. H. F. Moulton of Biddeford' 
was a member of our parly, and 
since his return we have noticed a 
published interview which the editor 
of the Biddeford Record had with 
him upon his return. VVe take 
pleasure in giving an extract of that 
interview herewith. 

Rev. Herbert F. Moulton, pastor 
of the First Universalist church, re¬ 
turned from California Wednesday 
evening after a trip of about 12,000 
miles. He left the city July 5 and 
since this time he has been in 21 
States and has visited scores of 
places of much interest and impor¬ 
tance on our continent. 

The western trip was made by the 
way of Denver, the, Rockies and 
southern California. Then the par¬ 
ty went up the Pacific coast to Port¬ 
land, Oregon, and returned by the 
way of Tacoma, Spokane, St, Paul 
and Chicago. 

This party of which Mr. Moulton 
was a member, numbered about 120 
people and was personally conduct¬ 
ed by E. C. Bowler of Bethel The 
party had a special train all the way 
from Montreal, Canada, and Mr. 
Moulton says that by the means of 
this special train the party was able 
to do in a months’ time what would 
have taken two months of time if 
one had to wait for regular trains.

“We had no waits,” said Mr. Moul¬ 
ton this morning. “When we had 
done a place, our train was ready & 
•take us to the next place on a special 
schedule. Most of our sleeping was 
done'in our four tourist sleepers, and 
most of our meals were taken in 
our dining car. All this saved us, 
hours,and in some cases,days of time 
and we were able to see and enjoy 
so much more.” 

Mr.JVloulton in speaking of Mr. 
Bowler, who conducted the party, 
said, “He did all and touch more 
than he agreed, _ and there was not a 
single extra charge for which we had 
not been told before we started. 
Our party looked upon him as an 
able and ideal conductor. We were 
all greatly pleased with his interest 
in us and the service that he gave 
on the train and at hotels.” Mr. 
Bowler is to leave with another 
party the last of this month. 

Mr. Moulton was delighted with 
his trip and he said to-day: “If I 
could not repeat the trip, I would 
not part with what I have seen and 
learned for many thousands of dol¬ 
lars. This is a great country. No 
country is like it in variety of soil 
and climate. We can raise all the 
foods useful for mankind. We can 
snowball on Pike’s Peak in July, and 
n less than four hours pick fruit and 
flowers by the car load in the vicini¬ 
ty of Colorado Springs. No Ameri¬ 
can should see Europe until he has 
crossed our continent. 

“Here in America we have 
things to see and enjoy that no 
European country can show us. 
Doubtless it is popular to go to 
Europe. ‘It is quite the thing to do, 
don’t you know,’ but I think it is 
our duty to see America first, to 
know something about out great dis¬ 
tances, to see our marvelous re¬ 
sources and to learn what we are as 
a nation. 

“Travel educates. It is as good 
for the common man ns for the mil¬ 
lionaire. In fact, I think that the 
man of small means gets more out 
of travel than the man of large 
means. In our party there was a 
■ school janitor, a man of small salary, 
but he had traveled more than many 
a man with his thousands. 

“I asked him .how he did it and 
this was his reply: M first pay all my 
bills every month and then I divide 
the balance of my salary into two 
parts. I put one into my pocket for 
spending money and the other I put 
into the bank as a fund from which 
I draw every summer for a month 
of travel.’ ‘ This school janitor was 
one of the best unformed and inter¬ 
esting men in our party. Even the 
school teachers in his building often 
asked him questions about the sub¬ 
jects which chey were teaching from 
books, not from real life. 

“My advice to all is save, even if 
only in small ways, for travel, but 
above all see this great continent of 
ours before going to,-Europe. In 
our party there wa£i an English 
woman. She had just come to visit 
in Canada. She has traveled much 
in Europe, but our trip was a series 
of marvels to her, she said to me. 
‘You have here in America many 
things that one will not see in Europe. 
Sir, you are wise in seeing your own 
land first.’ ”

As might be expected, only a 
few fruits are much used in Swedish 
cooking. The banana is usually a 
curiosity to the Swedish immigrant; 
he rarely sees it at home. 

One berry is largely imported into 
this country from Sweden—the lin- 
gon, sometimes called the .Swedish 
cranberry. It grows upon upland on 
a low bush and in great quantities. 
The berry somewhat resembles our 
cranberry in color, but is much small¬ 
er. These berries are cooked and 
barrelled in their own juice for expor¬ 
tation. ‘Here they are sold in glass 
jars by Swedish grocers and are 
much used in the Swedish restaurants 
and by Swedish families. They are 
served as a sauce with meats and 
sometimes preserved pears are min¬ 
gled with them. The Swedes prefer 
the sharp tart of the lingon to the 
flavor of the cranberry.

Cream Hard to Churn. 

An experienced dairyman in the Lon¬ 
don Dairy refers to the trouble experi¬ 
enced often in churning. 

In many cheese and butter dairies 
there are at the present time a few 
stale cows—animals-which have been 
in milk for a long time, and have not 
dried off in early winter at the end 
of the milking season. After supply¬ 
ing the household with milk, the mak¬ 
ing of butter naturally suggests it¬ 
self as a means of utilizing the sur¬ 
plus. Unfortunately this kind of milk 
and cream at this time of the year 
is particularly difficult to handle. One 
may churn for hours without getting 
the butter to come, and the dairy maid 
is at her wits’ end to know what to 
do. 

There are several way of meeting 
the' difficulty: Or,o of the best is to 
see that the cream is properly ripened 
(at. the kitchen fire if no other place 
is available;) that the churning is 
done at least twice a week, and that 
probably a “starter” will be required, 
and would help. Another matter is to 
introduce one or two freshly calved 
cows into the herd, if this can be coni 
veniently done. The putting of fresh 
cream from those along with the other 
assists in breaking and gathering 
of the butter, and sometimes cures the 
difficulty. 

The Cream from newly calved cows 
always seem to be more easily made 
into butter, possibly because the fat 
globules are larger and more easily 
"b r '>ken” lhan the smaller ones f-om 
cows which have been a long ttime 1 
in use.

How he appeared on the circuit may 
be gleaned from this sketch of him 
drawn by Henry C. Whitney, one of 
his colleagues in central Illinois, vho 
is yet living: “His hat was brown, 
faded, and the nap usually worn or 
rubbed off. Fi wore a short cloak 
and sometimes a shawl. His coat _nd 
vest hung loosely fin his giant frame. 
His trousers were invariably too short. 
In one hand he carried a faded green 
umbrella with ‘A. Lincoln’ in large 
white cotton or muslin letters se-ed 
on the inside; the knob was g-ne 
from the handle, and a piece of cord 
was usually tied round the middle of 
the umbrella to keep it from flying 
open. In "the other hand he carried 
a carpet bag’in which-were stored 
the few papqrs to be used in ,ct rt, 
and underclothing enough to last till 
his return to Springfield.”—The Cen¬

’ Poultry House With Scratching Shed. 

For farmers who desire fowls more 
particularly for egg production, the 
Mediterranean breeds, particularly 
the Leghorns, Minorcas, and Spanish, 
are to be recommended. The birds 
of these breeds are smaller, more ac¬ 
tive, and greater foragers than the 
Rocks or Wyandottes, and as layers 
they aTe unsurpassed. Should it be 
desirable, on the other hand, to iviise 
heavier birds thap the Plymouth 
Rocks, we should naturally turn to 
the Asiatic breeds, which include the 
Dramas, Cochins, and Langshans. 

, The standard breeds suffer more 
from neglect 'and unhealthful sur¬ 
roundings than .do the common fowls, 
because less accustomed to these con¬ 
ditions. In purchasing breeding stock 
it is important to purchase from re¬ 
liable breeders only, and to ascertain 
that the stock is in healthy condition 
and that it has been bred for early 
maturity, size, shape, and egg-produc¬ 
ing qualities rather than for perfec¬ 
tion of feathering. 

Care of First Broods. 

The first hatched cbicaeus will 
thrive best in close quarters where 
they will be well protected;-and yet, 
they should have enough of fresh air 
and out-door exercise to season them 
to the weather and develop them nat¬ 
urally and in a hardy manner . Stilj 
if it should be cold and stormy, the 
first broods may be raised to a goodly 
size in coops and boxes with small, 
well-protected runs attached. 

The question of t feed, howev.er, is 
one of much concern to a good many 
person's, who are inexperienced in 
the matter, or who do not know what 
is really best for the chickens to in¬ 
sure health and natural development. 

In our experience in this matter, 
we have tried most everything that 
a.young chicken can eat, and have 
found from experience that the one 
first diet to insure life and growth for 
the little chicks when they first come 
from the shell, is hard-boiled egg and 
raw oat-meal mixed. The egg should 
be boiled perfectly hard, and then 1 
crushed in the hand, white, shell and ' 
all, mixed up together with about 
twice as much ,oat-meal. A little 
raw’ corn-meal may also 'be mixed in 
to advantage—about fifteen per cent 
of the latter. This diet is sufficient 
for the first week. After that a little 
meat (beef,) cut up finely, should be 
mixed in and someTjotato well cook¬ 
ed;‘with which mixture they will go 
on very well to the third or f'curt.i 
week. But about the third week a lit- 
t’- jfiace should be fixed up with chaff 
or clover hulls as litter, in which 
such small stuff as millet-soed, pin- 
heed oat-meal, finely-cracked hominy 
grits, etc., should be scattered lor the 
chicks to exercise in scratching after.

Fattening Fowls Quickly. 

Shut the fowls up in a darkened 
place, with just enough light for them 
to see to eat, and feed on corn-meal, 
ground oats, cracked wheat and 
shorts, which may be mixed in equal 
proportions and scalded. Feed as 
often during the day as they will eat 
the food clean. In other words, stuff 
them, Take a light and feed again 
just before you go to bed, and as early 
in the morning as possible. Supply 
them with grit and water, and keep 
thd premises clean. Half a dozen 
fowls togethei will fatten more quick¬ 
ly than a larger number. If you could 
pen them off, six in a pen, you will 
get best results. Cooked potatoes, 
rice, corn- bread, cracked corn and 
whole wheat, may also be fed, G’ve 
no green stuff as it will do no good. 
Fowls -crowded this way should be in 
fine condition in three weeks.—The 
Rurallst.

Sometimes fifteen pohnds 'are gained . 
when finishing early maturing hogs 
which have been developed with skim 
milk, bran and a little com meal. | 
These things show how important 
early and proper feeding and deV^l* 
opment mean when feeding high 
priced corn to finish with.

Unhealthy Localities, Damp Cl.imate, 
Poorly Ventilated Sheds. 

Common scab is exceedingly con¬ 
tagious from one sheep to another, 
and may in some cases show itself 
within about a week after healthy 
sheep have been exposed to infection. 
The contagion may be direct, by con¬ 
tact of one sheep with another; or in¬ 
direct., from tags of wool, or from 
fences, posts, etc., against which scab¬ 
by sheep have rubbed, or from places 
where the sheep have been “bedded 
down.” If untreated the sheep may 
die in two or three months. Hygiepic 
conditions, good food, and cool dry at¬ 
mosphere tend to check the disease. 

Taken from the sheep, the parasites 
possess a remarkable vitality, It is 
generally stated that, kept at a moder¬ 
ate temperature on portions of scab, 
the adults, may live from four to twen¬ 
ty days, but they will occasionally live 
much longer. 

Scabby sheep should never be driv¬ 
en upon a public road; sheds in which 
scabby sheep have been kept should 
be thoroughly cleaned, disinfacted, . 
and aired, And should be left unused 
fo. at least four week (better two 
months') before clean sheep are placed

The most rational and satisfactory 
and the cheapest method of curing 
scab is by dipping the sheep in some 
liquid which will .kill the parasites. 

Select a dip containing sulphur. 
Shear all the sheep at one time, and 
immediately after shearing confine 
them to one-half the farm for two to 
four weeks. At the end' of this time 
dip every sheep (and every goat also, 
if there are any on the farm.) Ten 
days later dip the entire flock a sec-nd 
time, After the second dipping, place 
the flock on a portion of the farm 
from which they have been excluded 
during the previous four or five weeks. 
Use the dip at a temperature of 100' 
to 110 degrees Fahrenheit.

Effects of Freezing. j
